By  lowering  the  bank  rate  nearer 
the  level  of  money  ratea  Ih  other 
centres,  It  was  polntad  out,  there  is 
a  poesjbility  that  London  may  prove 
less  attracUve  for  foreign  funds 
which  are  movable  on  short  notice 
and  cause  disturbance  in  the  money 
market. 

Todays  reduction  already  has 
been  di.s<ounted  in  the  money  mar- 
ket, which  lowered  rates  well  below 
the  bank  rate.  The  Stock  Exchange 
also  had  anticipated  the  move  by 
marking  up  gUt-edged  offerings 
since  the  3  1-3  per  cent  rate  waa 
Impoaed.

Interests  in  the  United  States  ai  ■  .  :  i  t  n^  to 
militate  against  any  good  results  to  the  Empire 
accruing  from  the  forthcoming  Imperial  Con- 
ference, tt  Is  a  somewhat  far-fetched  Illusion 
that  anything  that  might  be  done  by  thoee  In- 
terests could  possibly  sway  the  deliberations  of 
British  stateamen.  Far  and  away  the  more  likely 
thing  Is  that  the  results  of  that  conference  will 
exercise  an  Influence  on  the  American  presiden- 
tial eleetion.  American  trade— and  future  policies 
regarding  it -Is  likely  to  be  the  chief  Issue  ot 
the  presidential  campaign.  Upon  that  Issue  the 

ant  beaitni. 


Europe  is  seeing  In  the  forthcoming  Imperial 
Conference  of  British  naUons  a  lesson  In  the 
possibilities  of  trade  detetopment  that  athe  Is  not 
slow  to  follow.  She  sees,  as  well.  In  the  adoption 
by  Britain  of  a  Urlfl  poUcy.  the  necessity  of  ar- 
rangements  for  an  Increaee  til  Inter-loropean 
trade.  This  is  Indicated  by  the  new  commercial 
agreement  between  Italy  and  Germany  and  a 
similar  accord  between  Italy  and  France.  These 
agreements  must  be  conaMered  In  the  Ught  of 
Britain's  Uria  policy  and  of  what  It  li  hoped  wlU 
be  the  outcome  of  the  Imperial  Ooaferenec.  They 
are- preliminaries  to  a  plan  for  dovetailing  the 
commercial  Interests  of  Continental  producing 
countries,  "Including  the  co-operation  of  the 
British  Empire  In  the  gei^eral  exchange."  Of 
the  latest  commercial  agreement,  the  Rome  cor- 
respondent of  The  London  Poet  says: 

"It  Is  on  all  sides  clearly  recognized  that  Brit- 
ain has  at  long,  last  done  the  obviously  figM 
thing  in  her  own  Interests,  and  It  Is  ftarther  em- 
phasised that  the  beginning  of  a  .rprctal  era  of 
OonttnenUl  trade  blocks  U  not  an  endeavor  U) 
create  a  balance  of  trade  power  In  competition 
with  Britain  or  any  other  Power  or  group,  but  an 
effort  to  discover  where  the  markets  of  one  coun  - 
iry  can  supplement  thoee  of  another  without 
damaging  the  general  economics  of  the  import- 
ing countries.

Sir.  — I  wi.sh  to  thank  you  very 
much  for  your  editorial  re  "Pension 
Delays"  in  today's  Colonist.  I  am 
sure  it  Is  not  the  wiab  of  Uie  people 
of  Canada  that  so  much  ttaae  Mul 
money  should  be  wssted  in  the  ad- 
mlnlptratkm  of  the  Pension  Act  for 
veitsraas. 

Lst  us  remember  ^lilt  yrere  It  not 
for  these  men  who  sacrlfued  their 
health  for  their  country  m  lUs  time 
of  need.  Canada  now  wnuld  be  a 
Oei-man  colony.  Yet  these  vetcian.s. 
many  "f  the-m  .suffering  in  mind  and 
body,  are  being  hounded  fr(»n  pUlar 
to  post,  from  Tribunal  to  Appeal 
Court.,  from  Medical  Board  to  Medi- 
cal Boatd.  from  ho^ltal  to  hoqiital, 
at  their  own  and  the  nation's  ex- 
pense, to  prevent  them  even  enjoy- 
ing a  small  pension  which  they 
surely  are  enUtled  to. 

T  claim  tiiat  tiiLs  money  Of  Oana- 
dlHii  ta.x|)ayris  would  be  better  spent 
in  helping  the.se  men,  than  in  the 
expensive  admlnistratlwi  of  the  act 
as  It  now  .stands.  I  speak  from  ex- 
perience, and  my  own  ease  as  a  war 
veteran's  wife  Is  open  to  Uivsstlga- 
tlon  at  any  time. 

To  quote  ohe  Inslanos  In  my  hus- 
band's case:  At  the  Pensions  Tri- 
bunal. Victoria.  February  8,  1932: 
Private  medical  evidence  was  taken 
against  Oovernment  medical  evi- 
dence to  prevent  increa.se  of  pension, 
which  at  present  is  $10  (ten  dol- 
lars) pt-r  month. 

In  a  letter  from  War  Veterans' 
Allowance  Committee,  March  30, 
1932:  Oovernment  medleal  evidence 
was  taken  against  private  medical 
evldeaee  to  prevent  the  benefit  of 
the  War  Allowance  Act. 

While  these  things  are  allowrd  to 
go  on.  is.  It  any  wonder  that  there

With  the  aid  of  a  collection  of 
slides  AhowliiK  timber  stands,  as 
they  were  some  years  ago.  and  what 
they  are  today,  Mr.  Harrison  was 
able  to  present  a  pictorial  argument 
In  favor  of  a  policy  of  rigid  conser- 
vation. While  the  main  part  of  his 
laetttN  had  to  do  with  tho  FarMd- 
dn  Plateau,  Mr.  Banrtoon  was  able 
to  demonstrate  the  dsstnictlan 
w)it  h  has  taken  place  around  Jor- 
dan {{Jver  and  the  Coldstream 
sections  through  logKlng  operations 
during  Uic  past  few  years.  The  pic- 
tures .showed  bleak  areas  which  had 
been  logged  off,  leaving  scarcely  a 
tm  for  aflss  around. 

During  his  lecture  Mr.  Harrison 
paid  trwute  to  tfa^  work  of  Prank 
Bamjum.  who  has  acquired  a  num- 
ber of  tracts  or  timber  land  on  the 
Island  for  prr.srt  vatlon.  Of  Mr. 
Bainjum.  Mr  HnrrLion  said:  "It  Ls 
too  bad  that  we  have  not  more  men 
like  him  In  the  Dominion  of  Can- 
ada." 

Mr.  HarrLsons  views  of  the  For- 
bidden Plateau,  taken  by  him  on  a 
toor.  were  extremely  interesting  and 
gave  the  Rotarlans  an  idea  of  the 
beantliB  fli  thai  looallty.  He  men- 
tkmed  thalioifhig  operaUoaa  had 
commenetd  vBS^tha  oonflnaa  of 
the  plateau,  and  wgad  that  erory 
cfTort  be  made  to  see  that  the  beau- 
tiful scenery  of  that  section  was  not 
ruined.

PAIN  IN  LOWER  BACK 

One  of  the  commonest  ailments 
and  one  that  does  not  always  get 
to  the  pliysician.  Ls  backache.  The 
number  of  people  wlio  c  omplain  of 
a  weak  back,  a  sore  back,  an  ache  In 
lower  back,  runs  into  thousands. 

Now  what  are  the  commonest 
catises  of  pain  in  the  back?  In  my 
esperianoe  about  three  out  of  every 
four  are  due  to  some  Infeetkm  in 
tha  sgratam  and  the  other  ona  hi 
four  due  to  some  Injury  to  tha  back. 

Drs  L  J.  Milner  and  a  8.  Lowtn- 
dorf  report  a  serie.s  of  over  S.OOO 
ca.ses  of  bachachc.  and  of  this  num- 
ber U50  ca.se.s  were  due  to  arthritis 
(inflammation  In  the  Joints  of  the 
backbone  and  hip  caused  by  In- 
foetloB  in  the  system):  525  cases 
wars  duo  to  sprahis  in  the  Joint  be- 
tween tha  test  bona  of  the  spinal 
eohmm  and  the  hip  bone,  and  be- 
tween the  bones  of  the  hip  itself: 
100  cases  were  due  to  actual  strain 
of  the  mascles  In  the  lower  back. 

Thi.s  shows  that  these  sur(?eon.s 
found  that  one  In  every  three  cases 
of  low  back  pain  was  dtie  to  .sprain 
or  Injury  and  not  to  Infection  in 
the  system. 

Of  course  it  Is  possible  to  have  a 
sprain  and  infection  follow,  and 
likewise  to  have  infection  or  arth- 
rttls  of  Joint  add  then  have  tbe 
joint  undergo  a  sprain. 
What  about  treatment? 
If  the  condition  has  come  about 
gradually,  there  Is  considerable 
"ache"  even  when  the  patient  Is  at 
rest,  ;»nd  no  hlstoiy  of  an  Injiu-y.  It 
would  tic  wA'^r  to  have  the  patient 
thoro\ighly  overhauled  by  a  phy- 
.Mcian  and  dentLst  and  try  to  loeate 
the  souree  of  infection. 

If  llw  eondltlon  is  due  to  tbe  way 
the  patient  stands,  a  "skmshy"  at- 
titude, this  miHt  bs  eorreeted,  by  a 
brace  or  exercise,  or  both. 

Sometimes  a  protruding  abdomen 
due  to  overweight  Is  the  cause  of 
backache.  An  abdominal  belt  and 
reduclnr  tiie  iiilglil  H  the  treat- 
ment needed 

Where  the  backache  Ls  due  to 
severe  injury,  rest  on  a  stiff  bsd  is 
the  flrst  thought,  supporting  the 
back  with  adhesive  tape. 

After  a  week  or  two  ta  bed,  a 
steel  and  leather  brace  must  be 
worn.  Hie  braee  should  be  removed 
once  or  twlee  a  day  and  heat  ap- 
plied  in  varloae  forms. 

A  little  later  massage  of  the 
tensed  mu.scles  .should  be  given
